The lion. Mr. Cluploiiu, at the ban- 
((uet givoii to him by tho workingmen of 
Ottiiw.'i, did not Hatter his hosts. Ho did 
not toll thoin tli.-it everything thoy did 
vaa right, and that the capitalists w-ero 
always in the wrong. Ho did nob aay ouo 
word calculated to create ill-feeling be- 
tween otpital and labor — the employers 
and the employed. On the contrary, 
although ho synipathiaed with the work- 
iisgtuon, ho wai-ned them against the 
toiichiugs of the socialists and anarchists, 
who are doing so much mischief in the 
Old World and who aro trying to create 
disturbances in the Now, where thoy 
enjoy ao nmny privileges, whoce the road 
to indopondenco and distinction in every 
walk of life is as open to them as it is to 
those who po^ses3 what are generally con' 
aidered greater advantages. Wliat hu 
said on this subject is well worth repro- 
ducing. "The laboring plaases here," he 
said, "are not spoiled and are not poison- 
ed by those doctrines which, unfortunate- 
ly, in Europe have taken the shape of 
revolution. Thank God we are free from 
this dreadful plague, and 1 hope the an- 
archists and socialists will not cross tho 
Canadian frontier now that they have landed 
in tho United States. Let us limit our 
itiiportation to tho Knights of L<ibor, an 
organization calculated to do good, if 
whilst aiming at the benefits which they 
desire to secure for themselves, they are 
careful about the rights of other people." 
Mr. Ohapleau probably did not know that 
ill some i)arts of the Dominion there are 
men, not belonging to the working class,' 
who to gratify personal spite or to gain 
political advantage, are doing their little

A Ohlnamun, like Shylock, speak- 
ing of the men 0!* his despised race, might 
aay/' "Hath not a Chinaman eyes ? hath 
not' a Chinaman hands, organs, dimen- 
sions, senses, affections, passions 7 fed with 
the same food, hurt with the same 
weapons, subject to the same disoasos, 
healed by the same means, warmed and 
cooled by the same winter and summer, 
as on American man is 1 if you prick ua, 
do we not bleed ? if you tickle us, do wo 
not laugh ? if you poison us, do we not 
die ? and if you wrong us, shall we not 
revenge ?" It was not to bo expected that 
when the United States excluded the Chi- 
nese from thiir territory tho Chinese 
would not retaliate. It is not in human 
nature to do othorwiso. Tho Americana 
cannot, in rc.isoii, when thuy drive China- 
men from tlu'ir shores, ovon when thoao 
Chinamen are British subjects, com- 
plain if the Chinese determine not tu 
permit United States citizens to live and 
do bushiess in their territory. This is but 
the. logiqal consequence of the policy they 
are pursuing. Before they passed their 
Chinese exclusion law thoy must have 
calculated upon being treated by tho Chi- 
nese as thoy troiit tlio Chiueso. Non-iii- 
torcourse with Ciiiiia ia tliu iiievitablo re- 
sult of such JavTj aa tho C()ni,'rosa of tlio 
United St.'ito . puased the other day. Tho 
Americana may bo willing to accept th'n 
reault. They may thiiik that it ia cheaj) 
to got rid of th'3 Cliincse at any price. It 
would be injustice itself after having for- 
bidden the Chin j»e to enter theii' coun- 
try to resent thuir exclusion from China. 
In fact the Americans ought to sympa- 
thize with tho indignant inhabitants of 
the Flowery La;\d, for thoy themselves 
h;ivo a great likiti<; for retaliatory iiKiiis 
ures and do not s:ruplo 011 tho sliglitoat 
provocation, or on no provocation at all, 
to roaoit to tlicin. Although, according to 
the ternis of a treaty, which they volun- 
tarily entered into they reiiouuced 
the right on the part of their 
iishennon to enter British harbors 
except for certain purposes, they threaten 
to retaliate when the British take them at 
their word and faithfully carry out the 
.igreemoni. If (hey have cause to re 
taliate when required to do what they 
have solemnly promiaed to do, have no 
the CJiinoao still atio;;_^,,r reasons for re 
taliating when thoy are iIo.,iv,d privileges 
extended to tho people of every other 
country in the world. Bub we have a 
notion that the American will not (luietlj' 
accept a Chinese decree oi Lou-iutercourae, 
There is money in the trade with the 
Chinese, and no matter how tlioy treat 
the Chinese in their own country they 
will not readily forego the advantagoa of 
their trade with Chin;i. 



A STUriD BLUNDER. 

Baron Sackville's letter has created 
quite a stir in the United States. In one 
aonae it was a very harmless letter, a 
letter that^any one not a foroip;n ambus 
aador might have written without evokir.g 
a single remark. But coming from the 
ropiesentative of f!re,Tt Britain in Wash 
ingtoii it waa an exceodingly fooliah let 
tor, and calculated to do any amount of 
mischief. Tlie British ambassador — to 
say nothing of the flagrant impropriety of 
a man in his position interfering, evor so 
indirectly, in the presidential contest — 
might have known that if hia letter 
innocent as it appeared, ever by any 
chance fell into the hand) of politicians of 
the Republican party it would be used 
from one end of the United Statea to tho 
other to Mr. Cleveland's prejudice. Ho 
knew that one of the accusations against 
him is that he is too favonible to Great 
Britain, lie saw that tho lioijublicans 
were taking tho greatest pains to convince 
voters who were prejudiced .-igainat tho 
British that in the fishery iiegotiatioiia 
tho President had, in order to curry favor 
with the English, sacrificed American in- 
terests. The observations which ho was' 
in a position to make, and which his lot- 
tor shows ho did make, should havo im- 
pressed him with the necessity of being 
oxcecdinyly cuutioua aa to what he said or 
did with reaj)ect to tho |)roaiduiitial elec- 
tion. One would think that knowing iiN 
much aa ho does about Amei-icau politics 
and the ways of American politicians ho 
would havo suspected the very momont 
he read Mr. Murchisoii's letter that it was 
a trap sot for him by Mr. Cleveland's op- 
ponents. He had the very best reason 
for declining to give any other answer to 
the letter than a mere ackuovvlodgnient 
of its receipt, yet in tho face of tho plain- 
oat dictiites of both duty and jirudonce he 
foil into tho snare that had boon so clum- 
sily sot for him. This is anutlior proof 
that tho astuteness of diplomatists, like 
the skill of detectives, ia for tho most 
part imaginary. One would think that 
any man of common aensu in Baron Weat's 
poaition would have refrained from giving 
his-corrospondent tho advice he asked for. 
The QouscquoncoB of hie, imprudonoo nro 
exactly what might have been anticipated , 
His reply to the letter sent to entrap him 
is published in overy newspaper in tho 
United States and mndo the text of 
hundreds of insolent anti-British apooches 
and newspaper articles. The public of tho 
United States are incited to fool indignant 
at British interference in tho doinoBtic 
affairs of thp llopubli." The lettor is 
pointed to aa confirmatory of all that liad 
boon said of the interest which (jlreat 
Britain has in tho return of tho Republi- 
can candidate. If tho British Ambassador 
is BO desirous to havo Mr, Olovuland 
elected as to write letters in his favor, it 
is but reasonable to conoludo that British 
inerchauts and maiiufacturura Wiio are. 
deeply interested iu the proposed tariff 



changes, would send across the Atlantic 
Britiih gold to soouro hia election. The 
reader who knows how elections are car- 
ried on in tho States, or in tlie Dominion 
for that matter, can see what uso can be 
made of the British Ambauiador's lettor, 
coming, as it does, when the election ex- 
citement is at its height, and what influ- 
ence it wiU have amoiig the electors. It 
ia aaid with mu^h show of re^on that 
Mr. Blaine lost his election four years ag6 
on account of an unhappy jihraae in a 
stupid speech of an onthusiastic supporter 
for whose utterances he was in no sense 
responsible, and it is more than likely 
that this letter of the British Ambassador 
vill do Mr. Olovelaiid'a election prosifoots 
as much harm as the Bum aud Romanism 
speech of & fanatical clergyman did thoao 
of Mr. Blaine. If, as is threatened. Baron 
West's extraordinary indiscretion ia fol- 
lowed by consequences most unpleasant 
to him personally, he need not oxpocfc 
much sympathy from those who believe 
that the prosperity of the people of the 
United States would bo greatly advanced 
by the election of Mr. Cleveland.

fcnal. It is a cheerful looking room, 
although tho iron bii ra at tlio window 
show alKi that ogrosn, except by fho door, 
is. impossible. The petit jury room com- 
pletes tho list of apartments on the 
second floor. Tho third floor contains but 
two largo rooms. 

THE aaPHKSIE OOUUTllOO.^I 

is situated almost exactly in the centre of 
the building. The room is 50 foot in 
length by about 36 in width. Tho throne 
is placed at the end -nearest Laugloy 
street, and is constructed of California 
red wood, "with ornamentation in walnut, 
Spanish oodar, and oak. Throo stops 
lead from tho floor of tho courtroon^ to 
tho throne. At either side is a door lead- 
ing to the judge's private room, which is 
reached by the private stairciwo loadinj; 
from the Bastion street entrance. The 
boxes for the grand and petit juries are 
provided with chairs similar to the ones 
in use in Tho Victoria theatre. Tho cen- 
tre of the room is taken up by tho law- 
yer's tables. Behind theso is tho pris- 
oner's box and two long seats for tho 
accommodation of spectjitors. Tlio pub- 
lic will also bo allowed to oeciipy seats in 
the comfortable gallery, which extond.s 
the entire width of tho oourtniom 
the rear, and is reached by means o( a 
short stairway loaduig from tho main 
hall. 

TUB SECOND COURT UOOM, 

which is intended to bo used in tho event 
of two cases coming up for trial at the 
same hour, faces on Bastion Square. The 
ceiling is twenty-five feet cluar from th'; 
floor and is heavily corniced and linishud 
with a splendid centre piece. This room 
will bo fitted up with ti-o old court room 
furniture. Tho woodwork is of native 
wood, beautifully grained, and the rl)oni 
is a model of convenienco in every par- 
ticular. 

Tho entire building ia well ventilated, 
well heated and well arranged. It is ex- 
actly what the piw mco has lung felt the 
need of, and too mucli praise caimot be 
given to Mr. H. Tiedeman, tho architect, 
upon whoso plans the court house has 
been built; Mr. S. C. Burris, the archi- 
tect in charge; Messrs. Smith and Clarl;, 
the general contractors, and Mr. Geo. E. 
Khisuian who has carfuUy discharged the 
different duties in connection witli the 
general superintendence of the work.

With this number of The CotONisT we 
proaent to our readers an accurate illus- 
tration of the new provincial law courts, 
now almost finiahod, which occupy a 
cominandiug position on Bastion square, 
attracting the attention and admiration of 
each now arrival almost us soon as ho 
stops from the boat which brin»i,.him to 
tho Queou City of the West. Tlio sound 
of the banimor is no longer heard within 
tho walls of the baodaonie edilice: the 
painter and giainer have almoal com- 
pleted their wi>rl< aii.l to-day the now law 
courts slanil forth iu all their beauty, a 
lasting nuniumont to thu progress which 
tho province is making in architecture as 
in everything else, a model in convenience 
of good arrangement, and a public build- 
ing of whioh.every dtizen of Viotoria or 
ruaidont of tho Province niay well bo 
proud. Ill the erection or the edifice, the 
builders have been bound down to no 
conveiitiiuial stylo of architecture or ar- 
rangomont, Tho requirements and con- 
venience of the various departments have 
boon first considered in every detail and 
the building planned to meet tho require- 
iiieiits of tho officials and of the public. 
It has boon built to supply a want long 
felt and not to display tho boautioa of any 
school of design or to illustrate the fancy 
of any architect. The result is highly 
satisfactory in every way. 

TllR l^XTKRIOK 

appearance is massive in tho extreme. 
Tho building has a frontjigo of abimt lOU 
feoton Lan^ley street, with a depth of 
120 oii Bastion street, on tho one side, 
and Chancery lane on the other. The 
Bastion scpiare frcuit contain.s the main 
]niblie entriuice, and from the streets 
loading fnnn the steamer landing the best 
view of tho new building can bo obtained. 
The edifice ia throe storioa in height, built 
satisfactorily on a foundation of solid 
stone three feet in thickness. Tho walls 
of tho very beat quality of brick; the first 
storey .'U bricks in thickness, the second 
3, and the third 2^. The entire brick- 
Wfu-k is coated with cenv.'nt, which gives 
the buildiiiL' the ajiparauce of being ccui- 
atructetl of cut stone. .Solidity ia the 
characteristic of the building. 'I'lio ex- 
terior would infa(;t lie wdled sombre were 
it not fop tho graceful beauty of the large, 
deep windows, some with circular copping 
and some massive and square, which, 
with the side buttresses, the round Nor- 
man towers at the corners on Langley 
street, tho heavy cornicing, and the eoin- 
pleto finish of the entii-e edilice, makes if 
both graceful and substantial. 

The entrance on L.ingloy street is 
through an open porch .'Ki by 15 feet, sup- 
])ortod by iieavy sipiare jiillars, and con- 
taining eoiiveuient rociiia on tho two 
stories .above. The roof in tho centre of 
the main building is several feet higher 
-than the walls, made a necoaaitj' by the 
lofty ceilings of the court rooms below. 

Two small square t wers jut from tho 
main building on the Bastion street side, 
and whilo incraising the handsome aji- 
poaraiice of the building and serving as 
buttresses to increase its aafetj-, give en- 
trance to the |)rivate doora leading to the 
rooms set apart for the use,, of. -the judges,, 
and tho sheriff and the superihtendent of 
police, 

-.. On Bastion Square the public entrance 
is reached by a substiintial flight of stejis, 
the entrance being sot well in from tho 
frontage line of tho building. Entering 
tho court lioubo through Langley street 
doors tho visitor linds himself on

vestibule. Before him, in tho contre of 
tho building, a labyrinth of stairs lead to 
tho Cijurt-rooni and ofhcos above. At the 
right are the registrai-s' oflices, throo rooms 
connecting the one with the other. Each 
is provided with a snbsl.iiitial vault and 
burglar and fireproof safe iloors, lavatiu'y 
and toilet coiivoiiicncea and all the niod- 
oru otiice furniture and equipments. Tho 
oflicoa are woll-lighted, the windows look- 
ing out in Chnncety lane, and are also 
3U]>plicd with both'-gas and electric litcht. 
The wainscotting is native wooded, grained 
in oak finish. 

At the left of tlie entry is a large room 
which will probably be used by the care- 
t.akor of the building. A short tlight of 
.'iteps lead from it to tho collar, where ia 
to be found the Eureka steam apparatus 
by which the totire building.is heated. A 
side door also leads froni .the'.'carotak'ei^s 
iddin to tho private stairway by which tho 
Judges roach their room tlirqUgh the Bas- 
tion street oiitraiice. > o ■ 

Passing to the Bastion square} entrance 
on the ground tloor, wo find at the loft 
the entrance to

which is a light, airy room, about thirty 
feet square, the ceiling twonty-one feet 
clear from tho floor. Tho windows over- 
look Ubaneery l.ane, and light for Kessi<ins 
is jirovided, both gas .and electricily. The 
judge's throne is neatly and|plainly finish- 
ed in California redwood ami cedar. The 
judge's desk and trie desk fiu' the clerk of 
the court are also finished in the .same 
beautiful woods. A heavy railing en- 
chi.ses the lawyers tables andthejuiy box, 
and outside of it are ennvcnientlj' ar- 
ranged seats for apitctators who may do- 
sire to bo present during the sessions of 
tho court. P'ronting on Bastion sipiare 
and entered by a door opening into tho 
court-room, is the county court judge's 
private oflico, neatly arranged' and', taste- 
fully but plainly furnished. 

On tho opposilo side of tho corridor are 
tho

Ascmiiliiig the lianilsonie stairway, 
which is broken ,ab<iut half way up. nialc- 
iiig the ascent far less weariHoiiie, the first 
floor vostibulo is reached. At the Bastion 
street side are situated the judges' cham- 
bera, four in number, finiahod iu walnut 
throughout and having toilet rooms with 
every eonveniencu attachnd. Eleetrio call 
bells cominunicato with tho messenger's 
room. 

At tho loft of tho vestibule aro the 
rooms for the use of tho registrar of tho 
county court and the registrar of tho 

siipi'omo court, fitted wiih handsome 

desks, vaults', etc., and with lavatories 
attached. 

Ascending to the second storey, tho 
seven largo and well u|)|)ointod rooms on 
the Bastion street aido aro found to bo 
those devoted to tho use of the attorney- 
gonoral and legal counsel. . They aro 
admirably littod uj) in every detail. On 
the opposite side of the building is the 
library and the reading nxuii, whore tho 
lights of tho law discard tho garments of 
every day life and don thoir sombre 
robes buforo apjiearing in court. Adjoin- 
ing tho library is another registrar's oflico 
and next to it the room in whioh the 
prisoners are kept secure whilo awaiting

Police Constable Thomas, No. 5, stop 
to the front. Correct. You are a bravo 
and level-headed man. Why ? Listen 
and I will tell you why. T will tell you 
several whys. There was a runaway on 
Govornmont street tho other day and you 
were at it.

horae. For tho old woman was paralysed 
with fright, Tie few loafers that stood 
around, waited. . with curiosity and ax- 
pectaucy to see her smashed and not one 
nia;i hail [duel: enough to put tho kibosh on 
tho brute - -not one iiiau but you. You 
did it aoiiieway, Thomas. You just slid 
out and got that old klootclnnan on one 
side, and in a aucond you had tho horse 
by the bridle, and in another second 
or so he waa standing jiorfectly still. 
That's all you did, Thomas. You did 
your duty and you did it bravely and well. 
And 1 am pi^'id of you and take this op- 
portunity of saying so, as 1 noticed .the 
little incident. It is worthy of some 
recognition. 

Ill all human beings there is a morbid 
desire to know about tho worat side of 
man. Thoy jtrofesa to docry it; it is a feel- 
ing that they deprecate in. others, but it 
is there just the same. This accounts for 
Bonsatioiial iiowsp.apors. If tho public 
did not demand sensations in nowspiipors, 
publisliern ivmdil not givo them space. 
The uioralitA' of such in-oceodinga may 
not strike the observant reader as of a very 
higli order, but some daily jiaper pub- 
lishers, don't genendly care .so much for 
that as they do for money. So the mor- 
bid newspaper . reporter hunts for scan- 
dals, for elopements, for embezzlenieiits, 
for tho skeletons in family closets too 
often, for f.acts that will cause misery and 
tears when tc .111 ill cold typo. The good 
deeds of old ( Jeorge Smith pass unnoticed, 
unless (ieorge " works " a reporter to 
write him up, but if George elopes with 
tho servant girl, or if, in a moment of 
weakness, ho oommits some one of those 
crimes whioh the best of us are [n'ono to, 
in his whole exemplary life, the pitiful 
apeetado of ,a ruined lionie, a broken- 
lie.-irti'il wifi-, tin: toar,s which .stream from 
his saddened uyi'S, ]puss Uiv naught, and 
the gleeful ghoul of the daily i)reaa waxes 
merry us he tells in frisky English tho 
story of old George's amours and final 
ilight. 

It w.'is perhaps because of this that the 
bravery of a mere policeman waa left un- 
sung. If 1". U. Tlii>mas had amashed a 
man's uo.seor brid<en bis head with a club, 
the papera could not have devoted apace 
enough to it. Because he accepted one of 
the cliancoa that a policeman agrees ti> ac- 
cept when he dons tho blue uniform, his 
heroism is igitored. 

How little wo appreciate true 
heroism anyway. 1-t tlieao days of 
fraud and deceit, of cant and hy- 
pocrisy, when religi:>n and tho church 
serves thousands only as a cloak to mask 
the grovelling meanness and wickedness 
and avarioa of thqi'r nature, we sue so 
littio of heroism that wo fail to recognize 
it. Tho hero ia alwaj s a quiet uiKiasuni- 
iug i)ersonago. He does not stand and 
beat upon hi.s shield and declare his valor 
,tp theiour winds of heaven as ho did in 
the diiys of old. And yet t;!ie world con 
tains more nobility to-day than it ever 
did. Heroes every day gcto thoir gifaves 
iu tlieau days of matter-of-fact pro.so, and 
we see lliein ])ass .aw.aj- with scarcely any 
thought. 'J'he evcry-d.ay hero : the 
engine driver who dies" with his hamif on 
the lever rather than desert his post; tho 
tireniaii who risks his life and 
limb in the fire and'f smoke, are 
disniiHsed from our minds with the (•oin- 
monta of the daily paper: '"The engineer 
was killed, the firemen worked well." 
We iuiinortalize a Vv'cllin^'ton, a Floruiice 
Nightingale, a (ir.iee Darling, because 
their deeds were done before an admjriDg 
world, liut >ve scarcely notice: the ' un- 
pretentious heroes that aro in our very 
midst. F(.rtunately men and women that 
have in thoin tho stuff from which heroes 
are made, do not live for iiopuhirapplnuso. 

Mrs. Van Luven is dead. The daily 
pres.s .says so and it says little more. .'V 
soul that was .-is gr.ind, as noble, as brave, 
as iieroic, .-is Ulirist-like as any that 
ever lived lias p.issed to its reward. Her 
mission ia linisiiud. .She waa sent to as to 
show us by her life a glimpse of the real 
religion that Christ came to teach, tlu^ re- 
ligion of deeds not doctrine. Mrs. Van 
IjUvuii lived ill New Wealniiiistor. .She 
was a (|iiiel , lioiue-loving liody with a hus- 
band and children that she loved as only a 
woman Can.-.Ncjar the city on the mninlaiid 
that' terrible scourge, the smallpox, nmdo 
its appearance and peoplohed from its un- 
fortunate vioti.nia for fear that tho i)lague 
should striico' them. One f.amily was 
sufferini; from lln^ dread disease. N<j one 
was iheiii to i-;ire fi.r Ibeiii, to smooth 
down the pilk>W3,to give them cooldriuks, 
to see (hat thoy twjk the iiiedieine the 
doe. or left. Everyone shrank from these 
|ieoii!c in ,dl the. agonies of loathaomo 
liisease. liveryqiie but Mrs. Van Luven. 
Her eonipassionato heart Iieard theie nii- 
.sijokeii cry for help. .She went to tlic-m. 
She w;is by tlu>ni night and da,v, sleeping 
juul waking, to e.iro feu- them tenderly as 
a mother, to .save their lives. But she 
gave her life fiU' theira. As thoy began to 
feel the touch of returning health, aho 
felt the accuiiaed-. disease' running hot 
through her veins. Sho was worn and 
weak with watching and the weary Work 
of the sick room. She knew that alio 
must die. Die without even kissiiiy; her 
loved (iiiea goodbye — without foldiiij^' her 
children to her breast in one last, lov- 
ing embrace. Sho was , too heroic to think 
of riskiug their lives tb.gratifp, tho hun- 
ger of her lieart. A littio fiirne and the 
struggle was over. She had pas.sed from 
the known l:'to tlie great unknown. With 
her death the w<u'ld lost a nature groii.t in 
all that constitutes true greatness; Hea- 
ven welcomed one in wdioso heart God 
hail outlined an angel, tier trial and her 
noblo work had made the Diriuo sketch 
complete. 

This is the iiioiith when select parties of 
young men and maids go out into tho 
woods to giithor autumii loaves, and tho 
forest primeval rosounds with such utter- 
ances aa ; "Oh, aren't thoy lovoly 1" 
"Johnnie, dear, do try and get mo that 
branch away up thoro !" "Mine are all 
yellow I" "Where did you get yours?" 
"Is that maple, or what is it /" And on 
the following day t be.y discover what it is; 
and Miss .lones is not at homo to Mr. 
Smith when he calls. On the oontrury, 
sho is up in hor room poulticing a nose 
like tho pendant gills oF a turkey rooster, 
for color and size; and Smith rotiros dis- 
consolately to hirt own ehateau and baths 
an enlarged verniilliipii ear in borax water, 
and prohuiely ijueations tho wisdom of 
nature in creating poison ivy.
